In  places  where  what  is 
now  called  standard  time  l^s  been  substituted  foi  local  timo,  our  values  can  be  changed 
to  standard  time  by  applying  a correction  found  as  follows : For  any  place  east  of  one 
Of  the  standard  meridians,  and  taking  that  meridian’s  time,  four  minutes  should  be  \ 
subtracted  for  every  degree®of  difl!erence  of  longitude  ; and  foy  any  place  west  of  the 
meridian  four  minutes  for  each  degree  of  difference  should  be  added. 


. .Vote,  In  this  Almanac  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting  are  for  the  upper  limb,  corrected 
for  parallax  and/ refraction',  in  mean  time ; so  are  the  Moon’s.  - • Middle.

If  its  use  is  thought  advisable 
lertain  cases,  then  the  physician,  and  he  only,  should  so  order, 
state  this  truth  in  another  way,  we  would  say  it  should  not 
be  necessary  for  you  to  be  obliged  to  take  alcohol  in  order  to 
obtain  the  full  benefits  of  medicines' indicated  in  your  case. 

The  question  of  your  taking  alcohol  yourself,  or  of  giving 
an  alcoholic  stimulant  to  your  children,  no  longer  enters  into 
the  question  of  your  using  any  of  our  family  medicines. 

In  substituting  glycerin  for  alcohol,  we  have  not  only  re- 
moved an  objectionable  feature  from  our  medicines,  but  we  have 
substituted  in  its  place  a medicine  which  has  in  itself  very  high 
medicinal  properties.  In  taking  this  stand  we  know  we  are 
I far  ahead  of  even  the  front  ranks  of  manufacturing  chemists, 
^-^jt  we  must  lead  all  others.  Such  has  always  been  our  endeavor, 
and  will  continue  to  be  so  long  as  ^e  remain  in  business. 

Let  your  doctor  determine  this  alcohol  question.  If  he  thinks 
your  case  requires  a stimulant,  he  will  prescribe  it.  Put  the 
whole  responsibility  do  not  believe  he  will  order, 

.it  in' dne  case  in  a hundred,  if  indeed  he  does  in  one  in  a thousand. 
But  follow  his  directions^  at  any  rate.  Do  just  as  he  says.
